Defence Requirements Help Keep 
Living Costs, Taxation High 


OTTAWA (CP)—Defence re- 
quirements, cutting two ways, 
are helping keep living costs up 
and are at least partially dim- 
ming expectations of heavy in- 
come tax cuts for Canadians in 
the next budget. 

The first factor so far is 
reoted largely in the United 
States rearmament program, 
which has an important indirect 
effect on the Canadian. economy.

In this matter fr hand was 
forced by the action of the Free 
French forces inside the city.
